The main points to which 
‘attention is drawn are the lega! status 
of the members, the Iabour market,’ con- 
tracts of service, conditions of employ- 
ment, remuneration, provident institd- 
tions, urganisation, and the general posi- 
tion of the profession. Journalistic in- 
stitutions of over 20-countries have been 
approached in.this matter, and a number 
of detailed and carefully prepared replies 
hava already been received, In particu. 
lar the reply ‘of the Syndicate des Jour- 
nalists of France should be mentioned, 
which, in a document of 43 pages, gives 
very interesting and complete. replies to 
the pointa raised. : 

While it is_at present too early to give 
a full account of the -results .of this en- 
quiry, which will be printed in due course 
hy the.
